“Mysterious IW"I’I.-. Arthur's * findy

Ap:vgouoﬂhoamt relative to the
rumo plot to assassinate President
| Arthur, the following from the Washing-
ton special to the Baltimore American will
be found interesting: It is stated by
those who know the president intimately,
that he fears somo attampted violence npon
himself cannot be doubted. This would
seem to be proved not only by hisdeclining
to accompany the remains of the late
president to Ohio, but by the fact that
ever since he took the oath of office he has
almost continually kept under cover,
Whenever he dves go out his body
guard, Eugene P. Corvozier, a stout
F! generally known as
“the m Eugene,”” goes along
also. Itis said that Eugene is at present
officiating asa private detective ; that he
is always to the teeth, aund is con-
tinually on the alert to shoot down the
first person who makes an attempt to mo-
lest the president. Eugene has become
quite famous of late in consequence of hig
mysterious movemeuts, though he isby no
means unknown here. For a nvumber of
years he held the position of eabinet maker
in the Senate wing of the capitol, and at¢
the time of the death of the late Vice Pres-
ident Wilsou prepared and draped the
lattas' eatafalque, on which the body lay
in state in the rotunda of the eapitol, with
his own hande. Later, when Col. Bright
was elected secretary of the Senate, and
the Democrats entered into power, Eugene
was removed. He then enlisted in the
regular service of the army, and was de-
tailed to clercial duty in the war office.
When Mr. Arthur was elected vice presi-
dent, however, he made Fugene his cunfi.
dential messenger, and he has been his
confidential manever since. It is said that
Eugene is to be appointed chiel doorkeeper
at the White House, an office held for
many years by Charlie Loefler.
